HIGH SCHOOL GIRLS 
LEARN DISHWASHING 


Heaviest Kitchen Tasks Come First in 
Lessons Now Being 
Given. 


FUDGE AND CAKE COME LAST 


Pupils Carefully Instructed How to 
Tell Whether Eggs Are All They 
Should Be. 


Cookery, the long neglected science, has 
come into its own in the St. Louis public 
achools. Unlike other important scientific 
subjects, it has not been relegated to the 
High School there to be an elective for the 
Comparatively few girls who go beyond 
the grades. 

Public school girls in the seventh and 
eighth grades may study cookery if they 
choose. For them an outline of work has 
been arranged, called “Outline of Lessons 
in Cooking for the District Schools.“ It 
contains much valuable information, rang- 
ing from dishwashing directions to a recipe 
for Welsh rarebit. It has directions for 
88 lessons and it combines instructions in 
the composition of foods with the manner 
of treating the same foods to obtain good 
results. 

Five reasons are named for the cooking 
of food—to make it more attractive, to 
make it more palatable, to developed flavor, 
to make it more easily digested, to kill 
germs. 

The first lesson @efines cooking, names 
the principal methods, gives the abbrevia- 
tions used in recipes and a table of equiva- 
lent weights and measures. 

Dishwashing is the subject of the second 
lesson, and sentences from the lesson direc- 
tions e here quoted: 

“Scrdpe all food from dishes, rinse cups. 
Pile all dishes of one kind together. Soak 
in cold water dishes which have been used 
for milk. Put those that have been used 
for sugary substances in hot water. Wipe 
greasy dishes with soft papers, then soak 
in hot water. Use dishpan, rinsing pan and 
draining pan or rack. 
“Where there are many dishes begin by 
washing cooking utensils, as it is better 
to do the hardest part first. Take clean 
water, wash glass; silver, delicate china, 
cups and saucers, then large dishes. Never 
pile dishes of all kinds together in dish- 
pan. 


How to Make 


the Best Fudge. 
Handles of knives, if of wood, bone, 
ivory or pearl, should not be put in water, 
as they are likely to split. Use sofe tow- 
els for glass and silver. Heavier towels 
for other dishes. Have a soft dish cloth, 
heavy pot cloth and a scrub cloth.” 
More instructions are given in regard to 
cleaning materials, scouring bricks, care 
of dish towels and sink. The lesson con- 
cludes with orders to look over the re- 
frigerator daily. 
Other lessons have to do with the making 
of soup, bread, pies, cakes and oven the 
delight of all school girls, fudge. 
A lesson is given to definitions of the 
terms used in referring to different pieces 
of beef. Another lesson is on the cooking 
and serving of food to invalids. 
Selections from the book follow: 

“It is much easier to prevent bad odors 
in a refrigerator than to remove them. 
“Whether waiting or being waited upon,

GOLTERMAN SAYS GIBSON 
WAS PROMISED IMMUNITY 
Guy E. Golterman, attorney for the 
health department, who has charge of the 
legal end of the investigation of the In- 


sane Asylum, was interviewed by the Post- 
Dispatch at his home, 1835 Madison street, 
relative to Mr. Gibson’s allegations. 

“I read Mr. Gibson’s statement in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch,’’ said Mr. Golter- 
man, “and I notice that he has been mis- 
informed, evidently, as to certain facts. 

“We do not charge, nor have we any 
affidavit charging, that Gibson paid $30 a 
month to Henry Heyer, chief clerk at the 


asylum. 

“Mr. Schultz, the assistant cook, did, 
however, make an affidavit to the effect 
that Gibson gave him $3 a month as 
‘hush’ money. I do not believe, either, 
that there is any affidavit of Driver Dau- 
tel accusing Mr. Gibson of dishonest prac- 
tices. 

“Our case against Gibson is based on 
the sworn statements of several employes 
and an old man at the asylum who helped 
to load the goods on a wagon when they 
were taken away from the asylum.”’ 

“Do you know anything about the visit 
of Special Officer Durney to the home of 
Mr. Gibson?“ Mr. Goltermann was asked. 

“I do not, except what Mr. Durney told 
me. I instructed Mr. Durney last Monday 
to go to Mr. Gibson’s office in the Conti- 
nental Bank building and take him into 
custody.”’ 

In explanation of this order Mr. Golter- 
man sald he had learned that Mr. Gibson 
intended to leave the city, and he desired 
to forestall any such move. He ad- 
mitted that he had obtained no 
warrant for Gibson’s arrest, but stated 
that a warrant would have been sworn 
out several weeks ago had not Gibson's 
attorney, ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, as- 
sured him that his client would report to 
the health commissioner whenever wanted. 

Continuing, Mr. Golterman said:

W YORK, Dec. 28.—The correspond- 
ence presented today covered the period

NINETY-EIGHT CASES HEARD

Ninety-eight divorce cages in one day in 
the Circuit Court of St. Louis!

A Flat and Emphatic Denial of His 
Petition Will Certainly Be the An- 
swer of the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The apparent 
haste of the war department to outfit and 
prepare for immediate service the half 
dozen army transports that have been laid 
up at New York and San Francisco is ack- 
nowledged to be an indication that war 
with Colombia is considered inevitable. It 
is also accepted as a forerunner of the de- 
cision of the administration to turn down 
Gen. Reyes’ combined protest and appeal in 
behalf of Colombia. Gen. Reyes is await- 
ing an answer from Secretary Hay and 
will not leave Washington until he re- 
ceives one. A negative reply will send him 
back to Colombia as fast as he can travel 
by rail and water, and what will happen 
after can best be conjectured from the ex- 
traerdinary war preparations which are g0- 
ing forward all over the continent. 

Gen. Reyes, by the exercise of his per- 
sonal influence upon Colombian officials 
and the Colombian: people, has contrived 
for several weeks to restrain their war 
ardor, at least to the extent of preventing 
actual conflict. Every day since his arrival 
in Washington he has cabled President 
Marroquin and other officials at Bogota 
to be patient and await the outcome of the 
negotiations he had in contemplation. 

It is known that the paper submitted by 
Gen. Reyes contains a vigorous protest 
against the part this government played in 
the Panama revolution, and urges, in the 
event of the President and secretary of 
state refusing to permit Colombia to land 
troops at Colon or Panama to extinguish 
the rebellion on the isthmus, that all ques- 
tions appertaining to Colombia's rights a 
submitted to The Hague for arbitration, 
The President’s orders to Admirals Glass 
and Coghlan to prevent the landing of Co- 
lombian troops on Panama territory must 
be accepted as the final answer of the ad- 
ministration on that score. Therefore, the 
only feature of the Colombian peace com- 
missioner’s note that remains to be an- 
swered is the appeal for submission of 
the points in digpute to The Hague. That 
the answer will be a flat and unequivocal 
“No” is yee as certain even by Gen. 
Reyes and his colleagues and counselors.

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DEGENERATE HIGH FINANCIERS. 


The gentlemen who are thrashing out their misunderstand- 
ings in the Shipyard Trust case are degenerating sadly. 

Among the practitioners of high finance, where everything is 
large and grandiose, there is supposed to be no quarreling. 
They misunderstand one another sometimes, and sometimes 
they rpfer their understandings to the courts to be con- 
strued, but they never quarrel, never. No high financier goes 
beyond the retort courteous, which, according to that eminent 
philosopher, Touchstone, is seven degrees removed from the lie 
direct. 

It is, therefore, shocking. to hear Mr. Lewis Nixon, between 
whom and Mr. Schwab, there is a little difference of eight or 
ten millions, say that that gentleman has made statements that 
are “maliciously false.” 

This is the countercheck quarrelsome, which, according to the 
before mentioned authority, is only two degrees removed from 
the lie direct. 

Men who have misunderstandings over millions should not 
lose their dignity along with their cash and securities. If 
they do, the common people will soon say that the man who 
makes off with $10,000,000 in high finance is no better than 
the man who steals a loaf of bread to save his childrén from 
starvation. Only low, impossible persons employ the counter- 
check quarrelsome, the lie circumstantial and the lje direct. A 
gentleman of high finance goes far enough when he tenders the 
retort courteous, or seventh degree, and nothing will excuse 
him if he goes beyond the reproof valiant. 

Therefore, however great the provocation, Mr. Nixon can not 
be excused. High financiers ought to have no personal feelings. 
They feel for cash or dividends or one another’s securities, but 
personal feeling—never. That is the possession of common peo 
ple, and when Mr. Nixon shows it, he has only himself to blame 
if the unthinking mob reasons, brutally, that the operations 
of high financiers should be judged by the same standards that 
are applied to ordinary business, where right is right and 
fraud is fraud. :

Silberbury Circled the Globe as J, C, 
Drayton Swindling Many 
By Shrewd Schemes 


POSED AS CARLISLE’S NEPHEW. 


His Latest Wife a Richman’s Daugh- 
ter, Stands by Him im 
Last Hours. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MINNEAPOLIS. Dec. B.- The clever and 
accomplished rogue who, under the name 
of J. J. Carlisle was brought here from 
Washington to stand tria@on the charge 
of swindling, has been identified by the po- 
lice as Harry Silberbury or Silberburg. 
Under the latter alias he impersonated J. 
Coleman Drayton of New York and inter- 
ested prominent capitalists of Oregon in 
the schemes. 

The prisoner has collapsed from exposure 
and disease, and the police say his strange 
and romantic career will soon close by 
death. 

Silberbury went to Chicago in July, 1902, 
and registered at the Auditorium as J. 
Coleman Drayton. A woman accompanied 
him. The next day the real Mr. Drayton 
reached the Auditorium from New York. 
He confronted the fellow, denounced him, 
and drove him from the hotel. The im- 
poster disgorged 3500 which he had ob- 
tained from Charles Bush of New Orleans, 
president of the Crescent City Jockey Club. 

Silberbury returned to New York and 
there confessed the story of his swindl- 
ing enterprises under various allases, and 
pretended that he was bent on living a 
righteous life. He was, he said, the son 
of a Polish rabbi who had made a fortune 
in business in the South. The son em- 
barked in merchandising, but gambled $87,- 
000 away and then went to San Francisco, 
where he made $100 a week writing adver- 
tisements. 

Nex: he drifted to Mexico, where by 
means of a bogus telegram he swindled a 


bank out of $50,000. Half of this money 
was grolen from him by confederates. Si- 
berbury was thrown into a Mexican dun- 
geon, but his sister paid the bank's losses 
and had him set free. 


His Confession of 


Swindling Operations. 

According to a confession he went to 
New York and did some petty’ swindling 
and then passed on to Baltimore, where, 
under the name of Whitney, he got $3000 
from a firm of builders of Chicago by 
false representation, and fled to Roches- 
ter. There, as J. C. Davis, he married 
the widowed daughter of a millionaire 
lumberman. Her fortune was tied up be- 
yond his reach. He gambled himself and 
his wife out of funds, and then induced 


her to aid him in procuring $4400 on forged 
drafts. The couple were arrested. The 
woman got out of jail through her fa- 
ther’s influence, gnd got a divorce from 
Silbésbury.

Meantime the 
real J. C. Drayton had put the police in 
every city on earth on his track. and had 
distributed 5000 photographs of the im- 
ged The two Texas women divorced 
iim. 

Such was his story of his life. He lied 
about the Baltimore girl, for her real 
name was Clara Barkalow, and she was 
not a rich society girl. 

His last wife was Miss Bonnie Hinkle. 
stepdaughter of M. J. Scanlon, a rich 
citizen of Minneapolis. She has clung to 
him in his troubles. 

When arrested in Washington a week 
or so ago Silberbury, who had passed 
as J. J. Carlisle, nephew of the former 
secretary of the treasury, broke down. 
His wife denounced his accusers and re- 
turned here with him.
